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Iii the first place the total indebtedness under mortgage, m far from exceeding 
£ E. SOjQOOjOOO is found to be but litoltt over n third of that amount, while instead 
of 1 , 300,000 fedtos being burdened with this encumbrance, as was represented* 
the actual total falls short of 100 , 000 . 

The distribution of this debt h especially interesting and significant- Given a 
total of 0 GljB 8 O landed proprietors, it appears that 71 per gout- of the whole debt is 
borne by the 11,500 large landowners whose properties exceed 50 faddana in arcn 7 
nearly n seventh part of their holdings being thus burdened. The class of small 
propdctors, cm the other lifted. whose holdings do not exceed 5 feddons in area and 
who constitute about five-sRths of the total number, can only bo credited with little 
more than, 7 per cent, of the Indebtedness, white barely 2 t per cent, of their lands are 
burdened with mortgage at all. 

These figures, therefore, so far from proving any deterioration in the position of 
the small landed proprietor, point, on the contrary, to an ever growing appreciation of 
land. The-money borrowed on mortgage appears to be almost invariably applied to the 
purchase of new laud, and consequently tho Tables show in a progressive ratio 
throughout the dosses that, as the holdings increase in area, the greater in tho proper* 
tion of land under mortgage. It nppeara, therefore, to he tolerably clear that, the 
burden of debt weighing on tho poorer proprietors la inconsiderable, whiles the 
indebtedness of the wealthier class is willingly incurred ae a steppmg-stomi to more 
extended economic development,
